Laad the List as Being Most Noticeable, and
Others Follow.

SONE DECIDEDLY AMUSING CLAIMS

ICORRESPONDENCE OF TIE DISPATCH.

W ASHINGTOX, September 21.—The Na-
tiopal Capital is the center of “Crankdom.™
People with bobbies snd fixed peculiar
ideas abound here. They form = large ele-
ment of the population, and in ope sense an
importent one. [Every inveator wl_th an
impossible fiying machine or a device for
obtaining perpetusl motion comes to Con-
gress with it sconer or lster, and onoe bere
be ususlly remsins, besieging the halls of
legislation with imaginary claims.

The men and women who have claims
ngainst the Government are the majority of
the cranks. Their claims are of all kinds.
ESome of them are purely imaginary. Some
of them are based on serviees performed and
already sufficiently recompensed. Some
have real merit; but the claimant, through
constautly shooting at one target, has come
to magnily the target beyond all natural
pmponmns.

In addition to these people there are the
mwen and women with peculiar ideas about
eertain branches of the Government and the
way they should be managed.

Dr. Mary Walker is a crank, slthough
she would be exocedingly angry if anyone
shonld tell her so; and Charlotte Smith, the
President of the Woman's League, is &
crank on the subject of working women, l!.-
though I suppose when Charlotte sees this
she will eall down all sorts of madedictions
on my innocent head.

WITH OTHERS' GRKIEVANCES.

Charlotte Smith is in continual pursuit of
the heads of the bureaus in the different de-
partments, slways with some other woman's
grievance to redress. She is a bustling
little woman who dresses in black, and who
usually carries in her well-gloved bands a
bundle of papers. She makes it her busi-

ness to see that the working women
n the departments are given
an and she

wml chance with men,
usually carries her point. Bhe has great
influencé with certain members of Congress,
whosz little fauits and vices she has learned
through the House servants who are mem-
bers of the Woman's League, and whenever
she ealls on the heads of departments for
recoguition and fails to get it, she pullsa
string or two, and they soon see the advisa-
bility of letting her have her own way, at
least in part. She has an ample tear reser-
voir, on which she frequently ealls, and
with good effect. Mrs. Smith was a sister
of Bob Odlum, who was killed by jumping
irom Brooklya Bridge into East river.

Dr. Mary Walker is very different from
Mrs, Smith in every respect. Thisexplana-
tion is mnecessary when associating their
names in the sawe psragraph. Dr. Mary
Walker 35 8 most disasgreeable person, while
Mrs, Smith, when not rehearsing & tale of
woe, is an execedingly jolly individual.

HOW DE. MAEY IS EEMARKABLE.

Dr. Mary Walker, however, isa remark.
able woman, During the wur she rendered
grent service to the Union army in the hos-
pitals of the West. She asked no compensa-
tion for her work and received none. It
wus during this period that sbe adopted the
bloower costume, which was the first step
toward her investiture in men’s garments,

Atter the war she came to Washington
and made application to Becretary Stanton
for & commission 88 army surgeon. She had

gradusted asa physicinn and aad done a phy-
sician's work during the war. The matter
was referred to Judge Advocate General
Holt for decision as to the legality of such
an appoiniment. He decided that it was
pericetly legal and Secretary Stacton had =
commission issued to Dr. Walker as Msjor
and surgeen of the army,

Of course the appointment was purely
bonorary. There was no emolument at-
tached 10 it. Dr. Walker had some money
then, and she ssked none of the Govern-
ment. Shortly afterward she bung out her
shingle and entered on the practice of medi-
cine, still wesring the broomer costume.
She joined hands with Belva Lockwood and
other enthusiasts in the organization of a
Woman's Rights Association, in which she
became quite prominent; but she disagreed
with her co-workers on the subject of dress,
and she soon separnted from them. At this
time Dr. Walker wore the full male cos
tume which has distinguished ber since.

She
bas not bothered President Harrison very
much, but she used to make President Cleve-
land's life a burden. She would appear
regulariy st his public receptions and de-
mand an immediste audience on the subject
of her grievances, which, it is slmost up-
Decessary o say, was uot sccorded her,

A GENERAL'S WIDOW,

Another woman who used to freguent
President Cleveland’s receptions was the
widow of General Ward B. Burnett. Gen-
eral Burnett was a distinguished soldier,
who died in 188f. His widow cherinhed,
even before his death, the idea that the Gov-
ernment was indebted to ber in large sums
of money, snd she has been for many years
laying siege to the Pension Office. Failing
there, she appeals to the Becretaryof the
Interior, and from him to the President.
Bhe has succeeded in secing Secretary
Noble oaly onece, andthen for buta jew
moments. Bhe mansged 1o gain an inter-
view with Judge Chandler, the Assistant
Secretary of the Interior, recently, and in-
formed him that he wans "a fool.” Mrs.
Burnett is somewhat violent at times, and
her wrath is directed slmost indiserimi-
nately st all with whom sbe comesin con-
tact.

Another loeal crank of some renown is
John Pope Hoduett, who has aclaim aeainst
the Government for many thoussnd dollars
for services which be claims to have ren-
dered to the workingmen of the Distriet
many years ago. He was an organizer of
Iabor meetings in the time of the old Board
of Public Works, and championed the canse
of some laborers whom the coutraciors did
not pay; but he has no possible claim against
the Government.

TP TO A HUNDEED MILLIOXS,

One of the old-time cranks of Washing-
ton, who is now niring his ideas in the St
FEligabeth Insape Asylum, wasa man named
Pinchover. He m_amul; of magaificent
idesns. He had a clsim sgainst the Govern.
ment, he ssid, for a sum which ranged from
$40,000,000 to $100,000,000, according to the
liberality of the mood in which he found
himself. He went sbout the Capitol for
mAnY yﬂnl;l‘::hw ti q:::.ida ‘lﬁg;:
his arm, fil papers relating to
claim. He forumshed a great deal of amuse-
ment to the employes of the two Houses of

There sre a number of cranks who are
seen constantly about the halls of Congress.
One of them, who bas an imsginsry claim
aguinst the Government, is generally be-
lieved to bave been a daily visitor to the
Capitol for 60 years, He likes to talk about
his claim, but he is silent o;;ll t;'ther lﬁ:;
ters pertsining to his life. gre is Ano
old gentiem?;:, a cousin of the Hon. Ban-
dolph Tucker, of Virginia, who is acon-
stant attendant on the ings of the
House, and who takes a great interestin
the debstes in progress. He is an en-
thusiastic Demoerat, and he betrays his po-
litical biss by extravagant gesticulation
whenever a Demooratic orator is on his feet.

Clara Morris, the old woman who keeps
the notion stand in the ge between the
rotunda and the old ball of the House of
Representatives, is one of the oddest charae-
ters in Washington, She visits the halls of
the two Houses of Congress at eertain hours
each day, and attracis a great deal of atten-
tion by her peculiar dress. For a long time
she used to sit in the gallery of the Senate
every afiernoon, waving & little flag. It
was to give her an occupation that the privi-
lege of keeping & notion stand was granted
her. She is not so demonstrative now.

She is shrewd enough in businbss matters.
She bas given her son and daughter excel-
lent edueations, and sent one of them to col-
lege and the other to Europe to complete
their preliminary training.

The Executive Mansion is besieged with
oranks at all times of the year. Bergeant
Dinsmore, whom Cleveland dismissed, but
who came back with the Harrison adminis-
tration, can spot a crank at a thousand yards,
sud as be is constantly on duty st the main
entrance of the mansion during the day,
;bey never get & chance to see the Iresi-

ent.

Most of the cranks who come to the White
House are of the idea that they
have been given some post of responsibility
by the Presideni—possibly in charge of the
army or navy. Oceasiopally s crank ap-
pears who thinke be has been made Presi-
dent, and who wishes to take charge of the
White House immediately. One man who

id siegeto the White House for many
years was an Italian, whe had a scheme for
Iaying out the Polomac flats artistically
which he wished the President to la{ before
Congress. He proposed to luy out the large
tract of land Immediately in front of the
White House in the design of an American
fiag of huge proportions. The design wasto
be earried out in beds of flowers and gravel
paths. The plans were drawn with great
care and precision; but the desigmer could
never persuade anyone to give them much
attention.

GIRLS TO PLAY BALL.

A Team Composed of Pittsburg
Young Ladies Being Organized.

GOOD MATERIAL TO SELECT FROM.

Many of the Girls Enthusiastic Over the
Open Air Pastime,

GLAD TO ESCAPE FROM INDOOR WORK,

An advertisement has appeared for iwo
daysin the loeal papers asking for 20 young
ladies, between the ages of 16 and 20, “to
travel with a show company.” The adver-
tise: is Mr, W. 8. Franklin, of Chicago,who
is the msnager of the young ladies’ base-
ball team, now playing in thiscity. Itls
his intention to put upon the road s second
team, composed of Pittsburg girls, and it is
to secure material for this team that he has
advertised as noted.

Mr. Franklin was visited by 12 young
women last eveniog at the Hotel Cresceat.
They desired to go upon the stage. Most of
them were surpised when told that they were
wanted for a baseball team. To some of
them, however, the idea was agreeable.

Mr. Fraoklin said, after the young ladies
had departed: “I feel quite sure thatI canget
the material here for a good club. The
young women who came to me this evening
are from various stations in life. Oneof
them told me that she was s bookkeeper;
anothber said that she was & waiterina
hotel and was tired of that work; s third
said that she lived at nome with her parents,
and that they were willing for her to join
som: traveling organization. Yes, some of
ther1 were surprised whea I told them what
was wanted.

SOME AFRAID THEY CAN'T PLAY.

““They thonght they were wanted to sing or
dance or do something on the stage, but
feared that they could not play ball. Some
have bhad experience on the stage as super-
numeraries, while others have had none.
A majority of those who came were willing
to play baseball, Bome of them were de-
lighted with the idea, and said they would
rather engage in outdoor sport than in
theatrical work,

“Of course I give stiention to the looks
of the girl. I prefer those who have a good
figure and s comely face. I don’t want
skinny girls or girls whoare too fat. I
want them to make a good sppearance on
the ball field. 1 find some girls who are
not beautiful who yet make good ball
players.

“It is not difficult to teach them to play
baseball, As a rule they take s great in-
terest in the game, and play earuestly, I
sometimes find young women who have had
experience at the game. Of those who

led on me this evening there were two
who said that they had played ball a good
deal, and they were quite enthuslastic as to
their ability. When I have secured 15 or
20 young lsdies who are willing to play,
and are satisfactory in sppearance and
health, I will take them out to some ball
ground, some of these sfternoops, and let
them have a chance to show what they can
do. Icansoon tell whether or not they
wiil make players, and I will pick cut a
nine.

IT I8 A WOMAN'S GAME.

"“Why shouldn't the girls play ball? It
was originally 3 woman’s game, and the
men have stolen it from them. Go to any
country school, and at noon youn will see the
girls &ilying ball with great vim and relish.
Itis the best sport they could engsge in.
Open air sports were popunlar among the
women of ancient Greeee and Rome.
Stewart, in his ‘History of Ancient and
Modern Games and Pastimes,’ says that
the women of England played ball over 500
years ago, and were encouraged in it by the
nobility. He says, also, that the first bsll
ever constructed for playing wes made by a
lady of distinction and presented to the
king's deughter,”

It is Mr. Franklin's distinction to have
organized the first femals baseball elob in
Ameriea, the one which was formed in New
York ten years ago last spring. He is try-
ing to secure here s number of female bi-
cyclists, and met three of them yesterday,
He considers Pittsburg a city in
which to find athletic women.

THE BUSINESS DOUBLED,
The Records of n Postoffice an Indication
of the Growth of & Town.

Samuel F. Patierson, of Station B, Law-
renceville, was commenting last nighton
the increased Dbusiness of this postoffice sta-
tion.

“We have every opportunity,” he said,
“for observing any changes in the business
condition of the city right in the postoffice,
and if our standard of judging is of any
account, a bright era of prosperity is before
Pittsburg. Sinee this office was established
last September one year, our business has
nearly doubled. We bave handled a large
number of stamps, and in one year over
20,000 registered letlers and 30,000 money
orders.
